I desired to see a canal open to the 
commerce of the whole world under a sound 
and sage protection, How was that to 
be done except. by an exclusive privilege 
to ourselves? Sir, when you surrendered 
that exclusive right you da 
great element of power.” 

The Senator did not favor a etive 
policy which should deny the use Of the 
Nicaraguan Canal to British vessels or the 
vessels of any.nation that respected our 
rights. “I would let them pass freely as 
long as they did not abuse the privilege; 
close it against them when they did, I 
insist that the American people occupy a 
position on this continent which rendered it 
natural and proper that we should exercise 
that power.”

THE INDIAN FAMINE. 

Three and four years ago there was a lack 
of rain throughout extensive regions in In- 
dia. A shortage of crops and a famine fol- 
lowed. A population of 36,000,000 suffered 
from total drought. Notwithstanding the 
unwearied labors of the authorities, whe 
had at their command vast sums of money 
advanced by the Indian government and 
contributed by charitable people throughout 
the world, the mortality from starvation 
and from those diseases which lack of food 
: brings with it was frightful. Until the 

rains and the earth bore crops again 
Was a 


subject of general interest. fi 
There is. famine in India now. Its ex- 
istence was declared officially by Lord Cur- 
zon three months ago: At that time 30,000,- 
000 people were involved and only 400,000 
persons were on the relief lists. At present 


now about 3,200,000. people on the relief 
lists, and the cost of relief work te the end 
of March will not be less than $13,000,000. 
The rains will not come until July, ie they 
come then. Between now and then, in spite 
of all the authorities can do, there will be an 
immense mortality, especially among chil- | 
dren and old people. | 

It is safe to say that there will be more 
actual suffering and probably much greater 
loss of life in the famine regions of India 
than in south Africa becatise of the war now 
raging there between ‘Boers and British. 
Yet few outside of India are giving any 
thought to what is going on there, while 
nearly everybody is taking a deep interest in 
events in south Africa, and is affected pain- 
fully by the continuing reports of men killed 
in battle which fill the dispatches. Pestilence 
and famine may slay their thousands where 
war slays its hundreds, but a greater meas- 
ure of sympathy is given the smaller num- 
ber who die on the field of battle. | 
During the last Indian famine hundreds of 
thousands of pounds were ‘subscribed in 
England to relieve those affected by it. 
There are no subscriptions now. He who 
has any money to spare gives it to be ex- 
pended in caring for the British soldiers in 
south Africa. So the British authorities 
in India have no resources save their own 
with which to make their fight against fam- 
ine, an enemy as formidable as the Boers 
and ignorant of any of the amenities of 
modern warfare. If the hoped-for July rains 
should not come the situation in India will 
be frightful and may have more serious con- 
sequences for the British Empire than the 
Transvaal war can have. |

that Congress should adjourn between the 
middle of May and the beginning of June. 
The alleged object of so early an adjourn- 
ment is to prevent action on such delicate 
subjects as the shipping subsidy bill and the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty.

There are now schools in Europe of the 
kind favored by President Adams, and the in- 
roads made by France and Germany upon the 
industrial supremacy of Great Britain are 
attributed largely to their establishment. 
In this country also a beginning has been 
made with incipient schools of commerce 
at the Universities of Pennsylvania, Colum- 
bia, and California, while it is proposed 
to have one in Michigan. President Adams 
thinks that no university is better pre- 
pared to establish such a course than is 
Wisconsin, which already gives instruction 
in modern languages and whose depart- 
ment of economics and political science is 
famous. The law school would be able 
to give instruction in commercial law. 
These would be supplemented by instruc- 
tion in commercial geography and in the 
commercial methods and resources of for- 
eign nations. Provision would also have 
to be made to teach the students all mat- 
ters pertaining to the routine of business. 
With the foundation the university now 
has an appropriation of $10,000 would, in 
President Adams’ opinion, enable it to es- 
tablish a commercial school that would com- 
pare favorably with any in the world. 


THE FINE ART OF SHOPPING. 
There are crude-minded men who enter- 
tain the absurd belief that shopping is a 
kind of feminine dissipation, financial orgies 
where a bargain counter and a full purse are 
the most important features. Such men 
even go so far as to believe women capable 
of following the example of the foolish vir- 
gin who was persuaded to buy a bargain 
doorplate bearing the name Robinson, with 
the possible hope that she might some day 
marry a man of that name. But the dis- 
ciplined shopper of today indulges in no’ 
such silly speculation. She is a tactician, a 
financier, and a political economist. She 
knows the resources of every store, the 
weakness of every department. She avoids 
the pitfalls of the deceptive “sales” and 
knows at what time of year reliable reduc- 
tions are made. She is never tempted into 
the folly of “ buying because it is cheap,” 
and she understands fully the meaning of 
that hackneyed phrase, the best is the 
cheapest.” The spoils of victory belong to 
such a successful shopper, and, in the sense 
that money saved is money earned, she is 
a wage-earner as well as a helpmeet. 


CONVICT LABOR IN NEW YORK. 
When the contract labor system was 
abolished in the New York prisons there 
was much discussion as to probable work- 
ings of the new law, although but little 


operation. Full and accurate details, how- 
ever, have been given by the Secretary 
of State of New York in answer to Sen- 
ator Titus of lowa, who requested informa- 
tion as to the workings of the law, in 
order to secure arguments in favor of his 
bill for its incorporation in the Iowa 
The New York law provides for the 
utilization of convict labor in making sup- 
plies for county and State institutions. 
Before its passage the labor was let to 
contractors. Under the former arrange- 
ment, Secretary McDonough says, there 
could be no such thing as reform in the 
prisons. “Their taskmasters were so 


prisoners so hard that they gave no time 
for even an effort to reform these un- 
fortunates.” The prisoners were supposed 
to be self-supporting under the contract 
system, but in reality there was a deficit 
of over $3,000,000. The chief profit was 
to the “ prison ring.” 
Under the present system New York 
prison labor produces a large proportion 
of the supplies used in the State institu- 
tions. The public institutions are bound 
to purchase the goods at fair prices. This 
money is used in part to pay expenses and 
a proportion is set aside for the prisoner’s
